The Estates Commissioners beg to submit the following Report of their proceed- 
ings under the Irish Land Act, 1903, during the year ending 31st March, 1907, together 
with a summary of their proceedings for the period from 1st November, 1903, to the 
31st March, 1907. 

Where not otherwise stated, the expression ‘■'period ” in this Report means the period 
from Is? November, 1903, the date on which the Act came into operation , to 31s2 March, 
1907, and the expression “ year ” means the year ended 31, si March, 1907. 

The expression “ first term judicial rent ” means a rent fixed or agreed to before the 
14 th August, 1896, and the expression “ second term judicial rent ” means a rent fixed or 
agreed to since that date.

Direct Sales by Landlords to Tenants, i.e., to Persons other than the 
Land Commission (Sections 1 to 5 of the Act). 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1907, there were originating 
lodged 4,555 Applications, originating proceedings by Vendors for the sale of Estates &§ p ^P fci0I1B 
to persons other than the Land Commission; 1,080 of these Applications were lodged ° 8 
in tne year ended 31st March, 1907 : the number lodged during the. previous year 
was 1,390.

• ' It thus appears that the transfer of holdings continues to be made most rapidly m 
Ulster and most slowly in Connaught. 
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From an examination of the statistics given in Table IIa., it will be observed Table m. 
that, of 50,434 Purchase Agreements analysed and classified up to 31st March 
last, 19,575 were for second term judicial holdings, 18,245 for first term judicial hold- 
ings, 16,401 for non-judicial holdings, 405 for cases in which part of the Purchase 
Money is payable in cash, 736 for parcels (Section 2), 51 for Demesnes (Section 3), and 
21 for parcels agreed to be purchased by Trustees for the purposes mentioned in 
Section 4 of the Act. It thus appears that, of the holdings agreed to be sold, so 
far as the Purchase Agreements have been analysed, 39 '4 per cent, were held under 
Second Term Judicial Rents; 26 ‘7 per cent, under First Term Judicial Rents; and 33‘0 
per cent, under non judicial rents. As regards the 19,575 Second Term Judicial 
Holdings, the prices agreed on in 18,707 cases were within zone limits (average 
number of years’ purchase being 24*7), while in 810 cases the percentage of reduction 
exceeded the maximum zone limit (average number of years’ purchase being 20-5), and 
in 58 cases the percentage of reduction was less than the minimum zone limit (average 
number of years’ purchase being 28 -2). As regards the 13,245 first term judicial 

holdings the prices agreed on in 12,616 cases were within zone limits (average number 
of years purchase being 22 •()), while in 427 cases the percentage of reduction exceeded 
the maximum zone limit (average number of years’ purchase'being 16-6) and in 202 
cases the prices agreed on exceeded zone prices (average number of years’ purchase 
being 25 2). 3 *

1907, particulars were furnished in respect of 30 estates. 

During the period, inspections were made of 106 estates (for three of which Estates 
the Commissioners refused to make an offer), and on the 31st of March, mspeoe 
1907, the remaining 31 estates were either in course of inspection or were awaiting 
inspection in their order. In the year, 16 estates were inspected ; and in one case 
the Commissioners, after inspection, did not see their way to make an offer. 

During the period, the Commissioners estimated the price, and having obtained o ffei * 60 
undertakings from not less than three-fourths of the tenants to purchase their holdiugs, (Tables” v. 
made offers amounting to £935,938 to purchase 86 estates. In the year, offers n - nd VI ) 
amounting to £388,104 were made for the purchase of 45 estates. 

During the period, 62 offers, amounting to £706,735, were accepted by the Land offers 
Judge, ana 6, amounting to £34,408, were refused. In the year, 33 offers, refused,

Resale to Owners of Demesnes and Other Lands in their Occupation 
(Section 3). 

During the period from 1st November, 1903, to 31st March, 1907, Owners Applications 
applied in 200 cases to repurchase, under Section 3 of the Act, demesnes and other xxvT. XXV- ' 
lands in their occupation, comprising 71,565 acres. 48 of these applications, 
comprising 16,019 acres, were received in the year ended 31st March, 1907. 

In Tables XXY. and XXYI. in the Appendix are given, for the year and period 
under review, particulars of the number, area, valuation, and selling value of 
demesnes inspected, and of demesnes for the repurchase of which the Commissioners 
had sanctioned advances. 

During the period, 59 advances, amounting to £384,621, were made on resale of Demesnes 
demesnes and other lands to Owners. The amount of cash paid by them to make up owners’ 
the purchase money in these cases was £41,705. On the demesnes so resold to the Table xxvi. 
Owners there were 5] mansions or other residences, 25 of which have been insured ( ' c: ' 
by them, in compliance with the requirements of the Commissioners, for sums 
amounting to £68,17.5. 

Particulars as to demesnes resold to Owners in the year ended 31st March, 1907, 
are given in Table XXV.

It will be seen from the foregoing table that, of the sums expended in the year and 
in the period, £23,415 Is. 8d, and £82,537 18s. 9d. respectively were sanctioned by way 
of free grant, and are, therefore, not repayable, and that the sums of £6,851 1/s. 3d.

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Accommodation for Labourers. 


Since the date of the last Report of the Commissioners, the Labourers (Ireland) 
Act, 1906, has become law. Section 7 of this Act provides that, instead of framing 
a scheme under Section 96 of the Irish Land Act, 1903, the Commissioners may 
transmit to Rural District Councils a report of their opinion that accommodation for 
labourers is required on an Estate being sold under the Act of 1903 ; and the 
Council may frame a scheme providing for such accommodation. Section 19 includes 
an agricultural labourer amongst the classes of persons to whom the Commissioners 
mav°make advances for the purchase of parcels of untenanted land, under Section 2 
of the Act of 1903, and Section 20, enables Rural District Councils to purchase 
parcels under Section 4 of the Act, 1903, for the purposes of the Labourers Acts. 

During the interval between the passing of the Act (August 190(5), and the 3 1st 
March last, the end of the period covered by this Report, no advances were made 
under sections 19 or 20. 

During the period ended 31st March, 1907, the Commissioners forwarded to Rural 
District Councils and to the Local Government Board 78 representations or reports 
advising that 133 cottages should be erected to supply the needs of 107 holdings. 27 
representations or reports were transmitted in the year for the erection of 39 cottages 
to supply the needs of 39 holdings.

ABERDEEN. 


W E, John Campbell, Earl of Aberdeen, 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General 
Governor of Ireland hereby, make the follow- 
ing Regulations under Section 13 (1) c-1 the 
Irish Land Act, 1903: — 


T In. these Regulations the expression 
"Sporting Rights” shall be taken to mean 
Sporting Rights subject to the provisions of 
the Ground Game Act, 1880, previously enjoyed 
by the vendor, exclusive of the tenant which 
have been, or are proposed to be vested m the 
Irish Land Commission (hereinaf ter referred to 
as “ the Commission ), pursuant to the P r J 
sions of Section 13 0) of the Irish Land 
Act, 1903. 


upon the number of the game killed, or 
in such other way as may be determined 
upon by the Commission ; the amount to 
be distributed amongst such proprietors 
or occupiers respectively, either in propor- 
tion to the game killed on each holding 
respectively or in proportion to the 
acreage of each holding, or in such other 
way, and to be calculated by such other 
person or persons as the Commission 
may from time to time determine. 

(b) Every such lease or letting shall, unless 
it is specially agreed to the contrary, 
provide for the preservation of the game 
and fish by the lessee in such way and 
by such persons as the Commission may 
from time to time determine. 


II, In all cases where Sporting Rights hate 
been vested, or are proposed to be vested, m 
the Commission, pursuant to the above-men- 
tioned Section, the Commission shall inquire . 

(a) As to the nature and value of such 
rights. 

(b) As to the probable expense necessary 
for the proper preservation, and tor the 
improvement of such rights, and as to 
any method proposed therefor. 

(c) When it is considered that such rights 
are of value, having regard to the 
probable expenses of preservation and 
improvement, how such rights can be 
dealt with, preserved and improved. 


III. Where it appears to the CommiKion as 
the result of such inquiries, that these rights 
are in any particular case, of little or no value, 
or that the expenses of preservation would be 
out of proportion to the value of such rights, 
the Commission may permit such rights to be 
exercised by the tenant purchaser or occupier, 
free of charge. 


(c) Any such lease or letting may, where 
the Commission think it expedient, pro- 
vide that the payment to be made to the 
said Commission, for the first part of the 
term created by such lease or letting, 
shall be of a nominal amount, or of a less 
amount than the amount of the rent to be 
ultimately payable to the Commission. 

(d) Every such lease, letting, or licence 
shall provide that any person entering 
upon land in pursuance of any right 
thereby conferred shall be liable to make 
reasonable amends and satisfaction for 
any damage done or occasioned thereby. 

(0 Take such steps and institute and carry 
on such actions or proceedings, either in 
Law or Equity, as the Commission may 
consider necessary for the preservation 01 
the game or fish, the subject of such rig 

(6) Take such steps as may be, from time to 
time, determined upon, with the consent of 
the Lord Lieutenant, for restocking and 
improving such Sporting Rights m such 
ways as may be determined upon. 


IV. Where it appears to the Commission, as 
the result of such inquiries, that these rights 
are of value and should .be preserved, the 
Commission may, in their discretion : 

(1) Advertise such rights as being to let or
